Such a deceiver would not at first say that Jesus was 
only an ordinary, fallible man; nor would he say it in so 
many words. The protest would be too strong from com- 
mon Christians. Yet, in other words, and after he has 
entered the opening wedge, that is what he teaches, exact- 
ly. He sometimes calls Jesus, Lord, but with lips only, not 
the heart.. He calls Him the Son of God, the Redeemer, but 
they are feigned words, dishonest words, meant to de- 
ceive. II Peter 2:1-3 tells of these false prophets and ex- 
plains that they will come in “privily” and with “feigned 
words,” making merchandise of common Christians because 
of their covetousness. That passage says; 


But there were false prophets also among the people, even 
as there shall be false teachers among you, who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even denying the Lord that bought them 
and bring upon themselves swift destruction. 

And many shall follow their pernicious ways; by reason of 
whom the way of truth shall be evil spoken of. 


. 

And through covetousness shall they with feigned words 
make merchandise of you: whose judgment now of a long time 
lingereth not, and their damnation slumbereth not.” (Il Peter 
2:1-3). . 

You can well understand, then, why all modernists use 
the language of Christianity, to deceive those who pay 
salaries. It is the voice of Jacob but the hands of Esau. 
Outwardly, modernists are lambs, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves of infidelity and deceit. So, just after call- 
ing Jesus “God’s beloved Son, man’s Redeemer and Lord,” 
he then puts Jesus down as a’frail, mistaken man who did 
not know either the hearts of men or His own destiny. The 
sermon says;

‘If Jesus expected the Pharisees, Sadducees and scribes, 
(the church men of His day, Dr. Phillips calls them), to 
follow Him, but they did not, then Jesus was mistaken and 
deceived. If He did not intend to die for my sins, did not 
plan it so from the beginning, but was the mistaken and 
unwilling victim of wicked men, then He might be a martyr, 
but He could not be a Saviour, the promised “Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world” (Rev. 13:8). 


But the Bible clearly tells us that Jesus knew the 
hearts of men, and could not be deceived. John 2:24, 25 
says, “But Jesus did not commit himself unto them, because 
he knew all men, and needed not that any should testify of 
man: for he knew what was in man.” He did not expect 
anything that did not happen. He is God.

A DENIAL OF THE DEITY OF CHRIST 


Dr. Phillips makes an outright denial of the deity of 
our Saviour. He denied every essential part of the Chris-| | 
tian faith on the platform of that Southern Baptist Con-| | 
vention. When He took from the head of the Lord Jesus 
the crown of deity, and called that One in whom all the 
fulness of the Godhead dwells bodily, a deluded, mistaken, 
deceived man, there was not a voice to rise in holy indigna- 
tion, not a brave hand to drag the imposter and blasphemer 
from the platform! And verily the curse of God is on the 
Southern Baptist Convention that heard this slur, and then 
instead of condemning, publicly honored the blasphemer. 


The Saviour knew before the world began, of His com- 
ing sacrifice. The details of His horrible death were told 
in the twenty-second Psalm and the fifty-third chapter of 
Isaiah. It is certain that the Saviour Himself, who cre- 
ated the worlds, and agreed with the Father on His own 
passion, also had a part in giving the inspired prophecy to 
the prophets who wrote it down. The Saviour knew. He 
forewarned His disciples again and again of His approach-

of transfiguration of “his decease which he should accom- 
plish in Jerusalem.” (Luke 9:31). At the last minute, 
Jesus told Pilate He could call for and have twelve legions 
of angels, if he desired (Matt. 26:53). Jesus said in John 
10:17, 18, “Therefore doth my Father love me, because I 
lay down my life, that I might take it again. No man tak- 
eth it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to take it again. This com- 
mandment have I received of my Father.” Jesus came to 
die for sinners. He knew what He came for. How foolish, 
how wicked, what blasphemy, to say that Jesus expected 
the people to follow Him, but they did not! Yet that infi-

delity represents Southern Baptists. 


NEW TESTAMENT WRITERS NEVER UNDERSTOOD TEACHING 
OF JESUS AND SOON LOST IT, DR. PHILLIPS SAYS 


The modernist begins with the Old Testament, as be- 
ing less likely to arouse antagonism, but he who denied 
the Pentateuch and mocked at the blood in the Old Testa- 
ment, would not believe the New Testament. With the 
self-important wisdom of all modernists, Dr. Phillips at- 
tacked, before the Southern Baptist Convention, the in- 
tegrity of the New Testament in the following words: 

While their master was with them the disciples went 
everywhere preaching the gospel of the kingdom. But they 
seem never to have seen it as he saw it, and very soon it 

faded from their sky, until the word almost disappeared 
from their writings. 

The gentleman, so honored and endorsed by Baptist 
leaders, thinks he understands better than did the apostles 
what Jesus meant about the kingdom. While Jesus was 
with them, he thinks they did very well, but “They seem 
never to have seen it as he saw it,” he says, and con- 
tinues, “and very soon it faded from their sky,’ until the 
word almost disappeared from their writings.” The dis- 
ciples of Jesus did not understand.Him as well as Dr. Phil- 
lips does, (and some others who endorse him, evidently!) 
and then in their writings, these disciples were very unre- 
liable, and lost most of what they did understand before, 
he says! ’ 

That may sound funny, but it is not. It is horrible 
infidelity. FOR THE WRITINGS OF THESE DISCIPLES 
TO WHICH HE REFERS MAKE UP OUR NEW TESTA- 
MENT! We have no writing of a single disciple of Jesus, 
who walked with Him in the flesh, except the books of the 
New Testament. This infidel charged, then, before the 
Southern Baptist Convention, that the New Testament does 
not correctly represent the teachings of Jesus, but that it 
is the mistaken writings of uninspired disciples who “seem 
never to have seen it as he saw it.” That flatly denies the 
inspiration of the New Testament, the writings of Mat- 
thew, John, Peter, and the rest of them. We need not be 
surprised, for if the Old Testament is fallible and unreli- 
able, so would the New Testament be. And if Jesus was a 
deluded man who expected the Jewish religionists to follow 
Him, when they did not, then we need not expect to be able 
to believe the New Testament which everywhere teaches 
that He is the virgin-born, infallible Son of God. The in- 
spiration and infallibility of the Bible, the deity of Christ, 
and salvation by the blood all stand or fall together. And 
having attacked the first three, we will now see that he 
expressly denies the last. | 


SAYS “WE MUST RE-STUDY ATONEMENT, SALVATION, 
REDEMPTION" 


A little further over, under the sub-head “AND 
PREACH THE LAWS OF THE KINGDOM,” the Conven- 
tion sermon told Baptist preachers that they needed to re- 
study the atonement, salvation and redemption. Here is the 
passage: 

Then, too, we must re-study, in the light of the kingdom, 
some of our great words and favorite phrases. What do we 
mean by “the atonement;” by “salvation” and “redemption?” 
What do we mean by “following Jesus” and “accepting Him 
as Saviour and Lord?” What do we mean by the “simple 
gospel?”’ A brother excused himself from a citizen’s reform 
movement by saying, “It’s my business to get people saved, 

I preach the gospel and leave these outside questicns to 


others.” What did he mean? Who are the saved? Who the 
others? 


Well, I remember when I had to stay after school and 
“re-study” my lesson because I had it wrong. This brilliant 
preacher tells Southern Baptists that they are wrong on 
the atonement and redemption; wrong on: salvation, and 
need to study them again. He asks, “Who are the saved? 
Who are the others?” By that question he means what 
all modernists mean by the doctrine of “the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man.” He means that we are all 
alike the children of God, without regeneration, without 
the blood atonement. He means that the salvation we need 
to have and preach is simply a social gospel of right living 
without any distinction between children of God and child- 
ren of the Devil. We are wrong, we common Baptists, he 
Says, on the atonement and blood redemption and salvation!

Bight 
came forward in thé invitation, one 
other was saved after the benedic- 
tion, and the tenth one was not won 
until the lights were out and a half 
dozen of us stood on the steps, 
when a twelve year old girl trusted 
Christ. 


For Sunday night I felt we must 
have a aouble portion of the Spirit. 
Three of us, Mrs. Rice, Viola Wal- 
den, and I, agreed to pray for 
twenty souls. Then Mrs. Ownbey, 
the pastor’s wife, agreed with us 
to ask God for so many. Later we 
learned that in the young peoples’ 
prayer meeting God had laid it on 
their hearts to ask for twenty. Af- 
ter the service another man and 
wife tcld me they had agreed to 
pray for twenty professions.
